Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Water. — At  Stapleford,  we  have  not  unfortunately,  made 
much  apparent  headway  towards  the  provision  of  a 
better  and  a  larger  public  water  supply.  I  still  think 
this  is  by  far  the  most  important  consideration  of  the 
place.  In  addition  to  new  houses,  there  have  been  large 
increases  in  some  of  the  local  factories,  and  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  if  we  have  at  any  time  to 
contend  with  a  long  dry  period,  the  present  supply 
will  prove  seriously  inadequate.  The  Nottingham  Cor¬ 
poration  are  supplying,  or  will  in  the  near  future,  be 
supplying  water  to  Bramcote  and  Chilwell.
